The .Acts of Congress of the last Session, rela- 
tive to the surveying, marking or laying out. roails 
in the 'PerritoriesofFlorida, Arkaiisas.and Mich 
igan, from Missouri to Mexico, and f>r the con- 

tmuation ofthe Cnmherland Ko:id, are, some ot 

them, fully executed, and others in the process of 
execution' Those forcninpletingot commencing 
fortilications. have been delayed only so far as 
the Corps of Engineers has been inaiiequaet to fur 
nish otliccrs for the necessary superintendence 
of llie works. Under the act cocfirmmg the stat- 
utes of Virginia Htid Maryland, incorporating the 
Chesape.ik and Ohio Canal Companv, three Com- 
missioners on the part ot the United States 
have been appointed for opening hooks and re- 
ceived subscriptions, in concert with a like num- 
ber of Commissioners appointed on the part of 
each of those Stales. A meeting of the Commis 
sioners has been postponed to await the dehnilive 
Report of the Board of Engineers. The light- 
houses ar.d monuments for the safety of our com- 
merce and m irriners; the works for the security 
of Plymouth Beach, and for the preservation of 
the Islands in Boston Harbor; have received the 
attention required by the laws relating to those 
objects respectively. The contimiation of the 
Cumberland Road, the most imporl int of them 
nil, after surmounting no inconsiderable ilifticulty 
in fixing up m the direction of the road, has com- 
menced under the most promising auspices, with 
the improvements of recent invention in the mode 
of construction and with the advantage of a gi-eat 
le'luction in the comparative cost ofthe work 

The operation ofthe laws relating to the Rev- 
olntionarv Pensioners may deserve the renewed 
eoiisidcration of Congress. The Act ot liUli 
M ircli, 18i8. while it made provision for many 
meritorious and indigent citizens, who had served 
in the war of Independence, opened a door to nu 
merous abuses and im)iositions To remedy this,- 
tlie Act of 1st Miy, 1820 , enacted proofs of abso- 
lute indigence, which many really in want were 
unable, and all, susceptible of thatdelicacy which 
is allied to many virtues, must be deeply lelucl- 
anl to give, '('he result ha.s been, th.it some among 
the least deserving have been retained, and some 
in whom the requisites both of worth and want 
Were combined, have been stricken from the list. 

As the numbers of these venerable relics ot' an 
age gone by ditniiiish; as tlie decays ot body, 
mind, and estate, of those that survive, micst, in 
the cotiioion course of nature, increase; should 
not a more liberal portion of indulgence be dealt 
out to them? .May not the want, in most instances 
be inferred fioin the demand, when the service 
can be dnl^ proved; and may not the last dais of 
hu.nan intirmily be spared the mortification of 
purcbasing a pittance of relief only by the expo- 
sure yf Its own nece.ssities? I submit to Congress 
tlie expediency eilherof providing for individual 
cases of this description by special enactment, or 
or of revising the ,\;:t of 1st May, 1820, with a 
view to mitigate the rigor of its exclusions, in 
favor of persons to whom charily now bestowed 
can scarcely uiscliarge the debt «f justice 

'1 he portion ot the Naval force of the Union in 
actual service, has been cliietly employed on three 
•tatioiis: The .Mediterranean, the coasts of Soiitli 
America borderiug on the I'acitic Ocean, and the 
West Indies. An jccasicBal cruiser lias been sent 
to range along the .-\frican shores most polluted by 
tin; traific of slaves; one armed vessel has bcensta 
tiuoad uu the coast of our eastern boundary, to 
cridse along the hshiiig grounds id Hudson's Bay, 
and outlie coast of Lia'iiador; and the lirsl service 
ui a new frigate has been performed lu restoring to 
h;s nalivti soil, and donieslic enjoymccts, the vete- 
ran hero whose youlhfol blood and treasure had 
freely Sowed in tne cause of our Cuuutry's Inde- 
pendence, and whoso whole life had been a series 
ol servici s and sacrifices to the iiiiprovoment of his 
fellow men. The visit of General Lafayette, alike 
honorable to himself and to our Coontry, closed as 
ithad comiiienced, with the most aS'ecling testimu- 
Oials of dovoled attachinciit on his part, and ofiiii- 
buiiuded gratitude of this People to him in return. 

It will form, hereafter, a pleasing inrident in the 
annals of our Uniou. giving to real Instory the iu 
Icuse interest of romance, and signally marking 
tlie uiipiirchasahle tribute of a great Naliou'sso 
eial aS'eclions to the disinterested chanipiou ofthe 
liberties of human kind. 

The constant maintenance of a small squadron in 
the Mediterranean is a necessary substitme fur the 
humiliating alternative of paying tribute ter tbe se 
curity of our commerce in that sea, and for a pre- 
carious peace, at the mercy of every caprice of four 
Barbary Stales, by whom it was liable to he vio 
lated. An additional motive for keeping a respoc 
table force stationed tliere at this time, is found in 
tlie maritiins war raging between the Greeks and 
the Turks; and in which tbe oeutral navigation of 
this Union is always in danger of outrage and de- 
predation. A few instances have occurred of such 
depredations upon our merchant vessels by priva- 
teers or pirates wearing the Grecian flag, but with, 
out real authority from the Greek or any other gov- 
ernment. The heroic St niggles of tiie Greeks thein- 
aelves, iu which our wariifest sympatliies as free- 
men and Christians have been engaged, liave run- 
trniied to be maintained with vicissitudes of suc- 
cess adveise and favorable. 

Similar motives have rendered expedient the 
keeping of a like force on the coasts of Peru and 
Chili on the Pacific The irregular and convulsive 
c!i, racier of tiie war upon the shores, has been ex- 
tended to tlie Ciiuflicls upon the ocean. .An active 
tvarfirc has been kept up for years, with alternate 
tuccess. thiiiigb generally to the advantage of th" 

American Patriots. But their naval forces have 
B it always been under the control of Iheirown guv- 
criiments.

The objects of the West India squadron have

ereisc of delegated power, is a duty as sacred andj 
indispeiisihlc, as the usurpation of power not grant 
ed IS criminal and odious.
